STEEL IN SLUMP 


ON HEAVY SALES 


Big Movement to Unload 
, Throws Stock Market 
4 
Into Confusion. 


FEAR FEDERAL VIEW 


New York, Sept. 21..—The stock 


market was thrown into contusion 
'today by selling 'of. United States 
steel' stocks on an enormous scale. 
Prom almost every pa.rt ot the coun- 
try orders poured iii to sell 
the 


stocks of the "billion dollar com- 
bine." 
Confusion prevailed on the 


floor of the stock exchange, as brok- 
ers struggled with each other around 
the steel post to dispose of their 
holdings and prices crumbled rapid- 
ly.The preferred stock slumped 5% 
points to 105 Vi, Us lowest 
price 


since 190S. 
The common 
fell 
to 


59%, a loss ot four points, its low 
record since 3909. 
On September 


the preferred sold'at 115 and the 
common at 70. During the forenoon 
transactions in steel stocks exceeded 
yesterday's total of 250,(100 shares. 


The long slump in United States 


steel is generally ascribed to the fear 
of many investors that, dissolution 
ot the corporation may be necessary 
in order to comply with the govern- 
ment's views in regard to enforce- 
ment ot the anti-trust law. Presi- 
dent Taft's speech on this subject 
at. Detroit on Monday increased un 
easiness on this .score.

term of residence to any husband who deserted his wife 
and ran away with another woman. 
Previous to the 


adoption of this bill the state authorities declared that 
more requisitions had been served to return absent hus- 
bands than for anv other reason. 
But. when once re- 


turned the punishment, meted them was in no sense com- 
mensurate with the offense committed, and, as in other 
states, the practice developed alarmingly. 


But when a few of the husbands were brought hack 


and given the severest punishment the new law pro- 
vided the practice began to wane, and the latest returns 
of the state authorities dlsclaea the fact that the afflntt.y 
trafflc is nil. Persons realizlftf? that a felon's cell, with 
all its pangs and terrors, waited their becoming "af- 
finitied." seem to have either remained at home or at 
leaat gone through, the formality of a lagal separation. 
This law is a good one and deserves a place on the law 
books of every state. 
It would pernaps be the means of 


abiding disgrace to the average person sent, to tlio "pen" 
to be incarcerated with a subject of an affinity episode, 
hut the punishment is fitting the crime and is fruitful^ 
the exoe'cted results.

A GOOD SUMMER IN THE ALPS. 


Both Tourists and Native* Have Found 


This « Fin* Seaton. 


• (From the London Post.) 


In common with other 
parts 
of 


Europe Switzerland has had an ab- 
normally line summer, and the heart 
of the tourist and hotelkeepor alike 
has been made glad. The great tour- 
ist stream has rolled along the usual 
well ilelinod channels. rcjolclnR In the 
sunshine and the never endlnt; vista 
of snow capped summit*. To the av- 
erage per«on whose Alpine ambitions 
are limited lo an ascent of the Faul- 
horn at Orlndelwald or the Godner- 
Rrat, at Zormatt, one summer differs 
from another only in the amount of 
bright sunshine it affords, but to tho 
mountaineer a line season In the Alps 
means >much more. 
' 


To him it spells expeditions which 


are only possible under the most fav- 
orable conditions—the Dru, the Gre- 
pon, the travorso of tho Meirft, 
(he 


Teufclsgrat of the Taschhorn, and the 
Zmutl arete of the Matterhorn—and 
an absence of those irrltalinn: days of 
idleness when, owing to bad weather 
and new snow, the grent peaks have 
to be left severly alone. 


Conditions In the Alps this season 


are specially favorable to the climber 
with a predilection for rqcks. 
All the 


great rock peaks arc free from 
ice, 


and the settled weather h»s made thf 
longest expeditions 
justifiable. But, 


like the farmer, the mountaineer is 
never wholly satisfied, and Crumbles 
aro heard here and there about the 
atrocious state of the snow peaks and 
Kla.cicrs. The 
latter 
arc 
unusually 


bare of snow; crevasses 
and 
berjf- 


srhrtincls are exceptionally larse; and 
there Is an absence of reliable snow 
bridges. 


Artificial furs are produced, by

This 
thawed portion is then covered with n 
solution of rubber, which is allowed 
to set. Thus, largo seamless pieces 
of lur aro obtained at small cost.
